after -a&life that perpetuated the 
pioneering spirit of her fathers, 
Americans who were the vanguard 
of middle western and far western 
civilization. 


Her death occurred last Saturday 


morning at the ranch home at the 
comer of Cypress and Citrus ave- 
nues, after an illness of but a few 
days and at the advanced age of 


,, over eighty-five years. With her bus- 
.'. band, Thomas F. Griswold, who is 


past his ninetieth milestone, she had 
lived at this ranch home since 1879, 
identified with all of the activities

the days when her husband and his 
neighbors reclaimed the desert from 
its garb of sunflowers and cactus, 
and with the aid of the waters of 
the San Gabriel 'canyon, founded the

The life of this quiet pioneer of

western plains is inseparably

in the community. She was born in 


Paynesburg, Pennsylvania, July 3, 
1842. Her parents moved to Wiseon-

yas but a prairie, and she grew to 
Womanhood in that atmosphere and 
Invironment of pioneering.

Mr. Griswold recalls 
that neighbors were few and far be- 
tween in those days, and that the 
principal crop was potatoes, which 
were marketed in San Bernardino

settled across the road from him, 
and was the first postmaster for the 
lower valley, with the mails coming 
in twice a week from Spadra, over 
the hills by horseback postman.

St. Francis dam in San Francisquito 
canyon, north of Saugus, 'causing the 
death of 450 people and millions of 
dollars worth of loss in property, the 
county board of supervisors has call- 
ed a halt on all dam construction in 
the flood control district, and will 
seek for exhaustive knowledge con- 
cerning dam foundations, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by tho board. 


Big Dalton dam, in tha canyon of 


that name above Glendora, and Big 
Tujunga dam in the TfevrthwestOTn 
pa*t-of«--the-"district, will both be 
reconsidered, it was declared. H. W. 
Hohl, contractor on the Big Dalton 
dam, 
has been ordered to 'cease 


work, excepting to continue on one 
of the seven buttress foundations to 
determine the quality of the under- 
lying rock. In the event that abso- 
lutely safe rock foundations are 
found, the dam construction will be 
continued, but the board is not in a- 
moo.d to take any chances, it was 
announced. 


In the case of the .Big Tujunga, 


the city of Los Angeles and the 
flood control district -were to share 
in the expense of the dam, but this 
is not possible since the destruction 
of the St. Francis dam, as the city 
will.be obliged to use all such money 
available for other purposes.

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A Chance To Work— 


AVhen men willing- and able to work stand idle, there 


is something wrong with government. It does not matter 
what _form the government may take, or what theory actu- 
ates it. Enforced idleness is a sign that something has 
gone askew in the general scheme, and it is the business 
of the government to seek the cause and correct it. 


That the world owes every man a living is correct in 


part, but it does not mean that a man can stand and wait 
for that living to be laid at his door without effort, and 
most men do not claim such a boon. But all men must 
claim of their government that the opportunity to work 
be provided. 


The present condition of a surplus labor in the United 


States is not as acute as in some other countries, but it is 
a sardonic fact that the country that is the busiest uni- 
versally and generally at present is Germany, the country 
that lost the Avar. That's because the German govern- 
ment, monarehial or Republican, has always realized fully 
its responsibility in keeping its citizenry busy. The dole 
system is a forlorn admission that a government is impo- 
tent. 


In the United States we face" a great era of expansion, 


of tremendous public work and privately-owned endeavor, 
if we accept the responsibility. That's what Hoover advo- 
cates—expansion from within—the making of rivers navig- 
able to a greater extent than erev before—the control of 
watercourses—the harnessing. of natural resources—the 
striation of this country with highways—the release for 
expansion of the rail lines—the making and deepening of 
harbors—the encouragement of water transportation. This 
country is still pioneering in public improvement. There is 
a huge amount of work to do by which to better ourselves. 


This program is far more to be desired than wranglings 


over personalities, or the .petty bickerings concerning poli- 
tical control and the selection of those who yearn to eat 
at the public crib. Let the government lead the way to an 
era of expansion, Hoover says. Private business will follow 
such a program as air rushes into a vacuum. Build trans- 
continental roads and they will fill with the trucks and 
trains of private business. Hake the country accessible and 
possible for travel. Remove the blind pockets, where cheap 
transportation is impossible at present. Develop the coun- 
try. The farmer will take care of himself if his produce can 
move freely and cheaply. The manufacturer wTill find his 
own way to expand. These things are fundamental in 
government. Our governmental programs have been limp- 
ing along behind private endeavor, regardless of what party 
might be in power. Clear the way for a chance to work. 
Prosperity will follow in such a train with certainty. 


ignore specifications. Where the element of safety is in- 
volved the men engaged in the work can be expe'cted to 
utilize extra caution rather than careless disregard. 


But we should not delegate the responsibility to con- 


tractors and engineers wholly, nor to county, city and 
state officials. 
Every responsible person in any commun- 


ity where a dam is contemplated should take a lively and 
personal interest in its construction, 
There should be no 


.doubt in the minds of anyone as to the feasibility and safety 
of the structure. Many hundreds of dams have been built 
over the world, and have stood through the centuries and 
are still standing. We should not resort to the plea that a 
failure is "an act of God," in the parlance of the law. We 
are responsible. 


Building dams is like building character. Both must 


have proper foundation. If we build on sand the floods 
come and we are washed away. 
This is so fundamental 


that it is used as a parable in Christian teaching. The 
Great Teacher did not hesitate to place the blame where it 
belonged.
